Hugh McWhorter, who protested at the 
time, challenged the accuracy of the votes 
on all bills passed during the closing 
hours of the session. 

The vote was announced as 120 to1l2in 
favor of each of the two mental health 
House Clerk Joe Boone, who 
also is business manager of the state hos- 
pital, now has refused to certify the vote 
after receiving affidavits from two repre- 
sentatives saying they were recorded as 
voting “aye” while absent. 

Boone’s action in not signing the cer- 
tification, which could have the effect of 
a veto, brought a stinging rebuke from

erences to “ballistic missiles,” relatively few people have a clear 
cut concept of the basic nature of this new weapon. 


Preliminary role of all ballistic 
missiles is to provide a major 
war deterrent through a new and 
much faster means of delivering 
nuclear warheads to enemy tar- 
gets at great distances—specifi- 
cally, with H-bombs. 

The ballistic missile itself is 
fundamentally unlike any weapon 
or aircraft ever conceived, though 
it combines characteristics of sev- 
eral conventional weapons. It is 
basically different from aircraft 
of any type in that its path of 
flight, for the first time in mili- 
tary history, travels through “‘out- 
er space.” It uses the earth's at- 
mosphere only to reach outer 
space and again to pass through 
just before its impact on the tar- 
get. In this, the ballistic missile 
is entirely unique. It is the first 
true “space weapon.” 

In simple terms, the ballistic 
missile starts out as a “guided 
missile,” propelled by one or 
more rocket motors and, shortly 
after launching, discards all of 
its rockets and its guidance... . 
From then on the warhead sails 
through space entirely on its own 
just as any projectile fired from 
a gun. 

In the Polaris system it is 
planned that launching will be 
from beneath the surface of the 
sea from a nuclear-powered sub- 
marine. Thus, in the Polaris Fleet 
Ballistic Missile, when developed, 
the country will have a major 
war deterrent weapon of unique 
and awesome significance. It may 
be fired from any spot that a 
submerged submarine can reach 

. either close to shore or hun- 
dreds of miles out to sea. 

It will be able to reach almost 
all enemy targets, no matter

Although the Navy is enthusias- 
tic about Polaris and its progress, 
it feels it would be doing a dis- 
service to the nation to emphasize 
this new and glamorous total war 
weapon to the point where we can- 
not afford the conventional-type 
weapons for border-type incidents. 
The proper distribution of funds 
among these systems requires the 
most astute judgment. 


Regardless of what type of war, 
or where it is located, we must 
continue to arm with the most 
efficient, up-to-date weapons we 
are capable of producing. Polaris 
will be a welcome addition to this 
nation’s arsenal.

Studio One May Be Shut 


Soon After 9-Year Run

NEW YORK-—~tThere is a strong possibility that 
Studio One in Hollywood will be terminated at the end 


of the summer. 


The Studio One television drama series 


has been sponsored by the Westinghouse Electric Cor- 
poration for nearly nine years. 


Whatever the final decision, 
there is no question both West- 
inghouse and the Columbia 
Broadcasting System have un- 
der serious consideration a pro- 
posal the show not be con- 
tinued into the 1958-59 season. It 
is understood CBS has sug- 
gested to Westinghouse it might 
replace Studio One with a new 


variety show starring Garry 
Moore. 
Last October trade circles 


were surprised by an announce- 
ment Studio One had been re- 
newed for two years. Both 
Westinghouse and CBS said the 


unusually long-term television 
deal was ‘firm’ for that 
period.

This season the program’s | 


ratings have been the lowest 
since it began. In January the 
origination point of the program 
was switched from New York 
to Hollywood in the hope of 
improving its rating, but the 
new locale has not proved ef- 
fective. 

A final decision about the fu- 
ture of Studio One is expected 
to be made within the next two 
months. 


A deal is pending whereby 
Bob Hope would be the master 
of ceremonies for a_ filmed 
comedy anthology series next 
season over the National Broad- 
casting Co, television network.

Use Small Plastic Tree and Egg Shells Jeweled and Decorated

When using onions in a salad 
or any other course of the meal 
it will be more economical to 
buy the green onions because 
they are reasonable in price, 
while dried onions have ad- 
vanced in price.

About Georgia 


PERRY—Nobody, least of all city editors who are desk- 
bound, can tell you what to expect when you start roaming 


around Georgia. 


When we finished our business in Jeffersonville last night, pho- 
tographer Bob Dendy and I had already decided that we would 
find a town where “Peyton Place” was playing and go to see it. 


The only time, we both agreed, that we get to the movies 
is when we are on out-of-town assignments that take us away 
from home and family and regular duties and responsibilities. 
“Peyton Place” is playing in many small town theaters this week 
and we had it figured out. Get that story and pictures in Coch- 
ran, finish up on Jeffersonville and head for Perry or Hawkins- 


ville to spend the night. 


Well, we made it to Perry all right. But the movies had 
folded for the night. At 10 p.m. instead of watching the amours 
of Lana Turner in the popcorn-fragrant darkness of some theater 


we were miles from the highway out at the end of a ‘slippery 
dirt road visiting a church. 


But what a church. 

Richland Baptist Church is one of the most beautiful churches 
I have ever seen. Friends in Jeffersonville told us about it 
and took us to see it. There may be handsomer country churches 
somewhere in Georgia, but I have never seen one. There may be 
city churches as lovely, but offhand I can’t think of one. 


In 1911 the last of old Richland’s congregation had died or 
moved away and it was left standing in a pine and oak grove to 
fall into a state of neglect and dilapidation. Vandals broke in 
and stole and destroyed, the roof leaked, the paint was scaling 
off and the beautiful little cemetery with its monuments imported 
from Italy was overrun with grass and weeds. 

From time to time citizens of the area would make an effort 
to do something about the century-old church, but except for a 
new roof, which was put on in the °20s, it stood alone and nez- 
lected. In the late "40s a group of Jeffersonville citizens who loved 
the old church and wanted to preserve its classic Greek architec- 


ture and return it to usefulness organized the Richland Restoration 
League. 


Last night I saw the fruits of their labor. A light, controlled 
by a clock device which turns it on at darkness, flooded the white- 
columned church and illuminated the old cemetery. Before May, 
when Richland has its home-coming celebration, I hope to have 
more details on its history but its present is impressive enough. 
The league restored it with loving care, having chandeliers made 
to imitate as closely as possible the old oil lamps of the past. The 
walnut pews were scrubbed and waxed, the tall windows with 
their green blinds replaced. The graceful ‘‘swinging-slave” balcony 
was reinforced and the old English table, which vandals had 
mereifully left, was refinished and upholsteréd in red velvet. 
Friends gave a small pump organ and a lovely old square piano. 


The DAR ihstalled a bronze marker in the yard relating the his- 
tory of the church. 


Now the church ts used for services once a month. Recenily 
it was the scene of a beautiful wedding. It is something all visitors 
to Twiggs County should see—even, or perhaps especially, in- 
stead of “Peyton Place.”

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| ALL ANIMALS

Dr. Elliott (no relation) Scarborough, with 
whom I have spent some pleasant and memo- 
rable hours in the outdoors, came up not long 
ago with the very interesting 
observation that almost every | 
living creature is endowed with 
a certain amount of curiosity. 
Not only that, but his hunting 
experience makes him reason- 
ably sure that the higher an 
animal’s intelligence, the more 
inquisitive it is likely to be. 
In one capsule of thought. 
that was an apt diagnosis of 
all animate life. If there is any 
rule of thumb by which the 
intelligence of every species or 


individual might be judged, it would be by the 


degree of its inquisitiveness. 

Is there anyone who hasn’t heard about the 
cat who departed this vale of rats and moon- 
light soprano because of its curiosity? That's 
really not the whole story. Without its inquisitive

nature, which prompts it te investigate each 
rustling in the grass, every smal' sound that 
might mean a potential dinner, any cat—the 
wilderness kind at leasi—would probably starve. 

If you want to see how curious the citizens 
who inhabit our woods and fields and streamsides 
are, try a simple experiment the next time you 
are out of sight of human structures. Make 
yourself as quiet and inconspicuous as possible, 
remain still and hidden until the creatures around 
you have resumed their normal activities, then 
with your lips, suck at the skin on the back of 
your hand to produce a shrill squeaking sound, 
like a mouse in mortal agony. 

Every living thing within sound range of your 
squeak will come to investigate. Birds will be 
the first to arrive, excited and chirping, to see 
what manner of tragedy has overtaken one of 
the wilderness clan. Any hawk soaring in the 
vicinity, especially if his diet is made up largely 
of rodents, will swing down for a look. I've had 
them perch on a tree limb, almost over my 


head, and stay there until they spotted me as a 
source of the squeak, then wing swiftly away. 

This is an excellent ruse to get a glimpse of 
all the creatures in a stretch of woodland, and 
at various times I have cailed up cats, foxes, 
raccoons and even a snake or two. One big black 
snake almost put an end te my game of hide 
and see. Hunkered down behind a log, I heard 
the leaves rustle on the other side. I stretched 
my neck for a look, and he put up his head at 
the same time, so close that I could almost have 
bit him first. He was harmiess, and merely 
curious, and I wasn’t afraid of him. But how he 
would take to being duped in such a manner, 


wasn't something about which I was curious— 
and since I assumed that it was his log in the 
first place, I let him have it. 


Big animals are as inquisitive as the smaill. 
Before hunters took to wheels and started riding 
over the plains in jeeps and trucks, with long- 
range rifles, the old-timers used to tell of hunt- 
ing antelope by planting a handkerchief on a 


stick and letting it fly from a hilltop within 
vision of an antelope band. It might take hours. 
but the animals would usually work within kill- 
ing distance of a carbine, though they might 
approach only a few yards at the time. 

Deer are curious, as are mountain sheep, 
elk and caribou. Most of the large game species 
will investigate some sight, sound or smell they 
cannot fathom, and a patient, smart hunter will 
take advantage of that fact. A guide once told 
me that the “ animal he'd ever run 
across was a grizzly. That's one critter I'd sure 
dislike to find looking over my shoulder, or to 
meet over a log as close as I saw the black 
snake. Like some other people of my acquaint- 
ance, he might not particularly admire my type 
of beauty. 

I've squeaked in a lot of places—including 
home—but grizzly range is one place where |
